We all know the story of how God rejected Saul and anointed 
David to be king in his stead, Even though Saul had been rejected 
and David had been anointed, there was yet a time span before 
David actually ascended to the throne. During this time span, Saul 
tried to kill David on many occasions, But David never raised his 
hand against Saul, even when the opportunity presented itself 
Many times David had to flee for his life.

Whata set up! God ushered David into the Tabernaclé on the 
right day and allowed the priest to break a ceremonial Jaw; all 
because He knew David's present state.
